Mrs. Caraway,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—UP)— 
Mrs. Haiti,, W. Caraway, 72, of 
Arkansas, first woman ever elect- 
ed to the United States senate, 
died at white Hall Sanitarium at 
Falls Church Va. 


Mrs. Caraway wa3 a member of 


the Federal Employes' Compensa- 
tion Appeals Board at the time of 
her death. 


She was a senator for slightly 
more than 13 years during the ad- 
ministration of the late President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
A Demo- 
crat, Mrs. Caraway went to tha 
senate Nov. 13, 1931, by appoint- 
ment to succeed her late husband, 
Thaddeus Caraway. 
Later she 


won one special and two regular 
elections. 


While not the first woman to 


hold a senate scat—Rebecca Lati- 
mer Fclton of Georgia wag ap- 
pointed in 1922 to fill out a va- 
cancy—Mrs. 
Caraway 
was 
the 
first member of her sex to win a 
senatorial election. 


Until she entered the senate, 
Mrs. Caraway was known as 
a 


homebody, interested in the com- 
fort and welfare of her more fa- 
mous husband. 


But in 1932 she became a na-

Lamar County Man One Ot Vanishing 
Makers Of Real Sorghum Molasses 


PARIS, Dec. 21.—UP)—When you 
pour that sorghum 'lasses on those 
hot pancakes these cold morntnge, 
give thanks to men like H. B. 
Hall, who is one of a vanishing 
clan of Texans who know how to 
make the succulent syrup. 


Hall lives in the Maxey com- 
munity of Lamar county. For nigh 
on to 30 years now, he's been grow- 
ing his own sorghumv pressing It 
and cooking it into molasses. 


Build* Own Mill. 
For 15 years he's been using the 
same mill to press the juice out of 
the stalks. 
He built it himself. 
"That old mill just keeps rolling, 
says 'Hall, "and the molasses iust 
keeps pouring." 


But, says Hall, the secret of good 
sorghum molasses is in the cook- 
Ing. 


Hall tests his sorghum -when the 
leaves start turning brown. "That 
juice has gotta be sweet," he 'said. 


"Then you strip H In the field," 


he says. It is allowed to lay in the 
field a. day or two "the longer, the 
better. Make* the cane sweeter." 


Then It is run through the mill 
and the juice Is carried by pipe to 
a barrel: Then with a bucket, Hall 
transfers the juice to another bar- 
rel atop the cooking vat 
"That's where the real syrup mak- 
ing starts," says Hall. The juice 
is turned Into the cooking pan with 
a spigot. It takes' about 66 gallons 
of juice to make seven ballons of 
syrup. 
Pan Is Secret 
The pan contains a. series of 14 


troughs that open into each other. 
Hall stands guard.to strain out all 
impurities. 
The 
juice 
travels 


through the troughs, cooking inore 


and more as it goes. By the time 
it reaches the last trotfgh, "it is .a 
golden brown ready to go on those 
hot cakes. 
"Boy, just take a 'whiff of the 
aroma," Hall bragged this fall as he 
looked through a cloud of steam 
from, the pan. He explained that 
it took two hours to cook the juice 
properly. 
He says the handling of the sy- 


rup in the pan is the real secret 
of success. He had his pan made 
to his own specificstibns. 
His cane crop was a. little short 
this summer. He made about 100 
gallons from his. two and a half 
acres. 
Last year he produced 


about 150 to 160 gallons from the 
same acreage. 
After making his own run, Hall 
cooks molasses for friends up and 
down the Red River valley. 
.Last year, Hall produced about 
500 gallons for himself and friends. 
This year, he ran off 600 or 700 
gallons. 
Business Slack. 
"Syrup making Isn't as big a 
business as it once'-was," HaJI re- 
calls. "Back in 1942 and, '43, we'd 
put out 2,000 gallons a season. Folks 
just don't grow much sorghum 
nowadays. 
• Hall comes from a molasses-mak- 
ing family. His father, the late E. 
D. Hall, was famed for his skill in 
making syrup. 
About the only modern touch 
In this manufacturing process .is 
the power of the mill. A long wood- 
en pole horizontally atop the mill 
is turned to grind the 
sorghum. 
For years, a horse walked around 
and around the mill, pulling the 
pole. Hall has substituted a. trac- 
tor for the animal.

1776." 
Morris submitted his suggestion

be 
dated and • could be carried 
over from year to year.

He • contends that about 75 per 
cent of Christmas cards are sent 
unsealed for two cents as third 
class main and are thus not enti-

to the senders. 
Thousands are 


destroyed 
each season 
for this 
reason. 


Would Increase Bevenue. 


Morris estimated that such lo- 
cal mailings this year have been 
500,000, which would have meant 
$5,000 more revenue for the Vic- 
toria postoffice alone if they had 
been mailed first-class. 
Since Morris has never 
been 
known to give up, the postofflce 
department can expect to hear 
from him quite often. 
He is full of ideas for improv- 


ing the postal service. One that 
he put into effect here was a no 
parking sign in five languages at 
the curb box in front of the post- 
office.

U. S. Ambassador 
To Moscow Says 
Stalin Is Active 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 21.—Iff)— 


Alan G. Kirk, ambassador to Rus- 
sia, lays that aa far as he knows 
Premier Stalin is "strong, active 
and alert." 


But Kirk hastens to add, he 


hasn't seen Stalin since last June 
and then only at a distance during 
& Soviet ceremony. 


The Russian leader looked aa 


•well then, Kirk says, as he did 
about a year earlier during a face- 
to-face meeting at the Kremlin. 
That's tho only audience Kirk has 
had with Stalin since he went to 
Moscow 18 months ago. 


Sees Few Russians. 


Aa a matter of fact, except 
for 


four Soviet guards, Kirk told re- 
porters after a White House call 
he sees little of the Russian peo- 
ple, 


"Ruislans are 
not 
allowed to 


come to the embassy, so there's no 
contact," he said. 


But those four Russian guards! 


Whether Kirk goes to a hotel or to 
a soccer game, they pick him up 
at the embassy gate and tag along 


Sometimes, Kirk said, ho shares 


cigarettes with them. 


But, 
"don't get the iden I'm bud 


dies with those guys." 


Activities Curbed. 


Aside from the guards, who are 


supposed to be on the job for "pro- 
tection," Kirk encounters other re- 
strictions living in Moscow. 
For 


example he can only go about 30 
miles outside the city without spec- 
ial permit and then only on a 
route arranged 
by the 
Soviets. 


Kirk Is in Washington for talks 


with President Truman and the 
State Department. It's his first 
trip home since he went to Mos- 
cow in 1949. He said he expects 
to return in January but will see 
Mr. Truman again before leaving.

School men who accept 


this frequently heard obser- 
vation as a slur against their 
programs are largely cor- 
rect. Public school physical 
training in general has been 
•woefully inadequate. 
It is 


likely to consist of a couple 
of class periods per week de- 
voted to light calisthenics or 
moderately 
active 
games. 


The physical training period 
is very often the one which 
gives way to an 
assembly 


program or other special ac- 
tivity. It is normally listed 
as a required subject but it 
has usually been easy for the 
student who wishes to es- 
cape these small rigors to do 
so, by substituting participa- 
tion in competitive sports or 
some other activity. 


In part the trouble may 


be lack of awareness on the 
part of school officials of the 
need for a sound program of 
physical training. More of 
the blame probably should 
rest on the 
public, 
whose 


awareness of the need is 
much less than that of school 
people. Parents sometimes 
are inclined to regard phy- 
sical education as a frill. A 
poor program is little more 
than a frill. But an adequate 
program rigorously carried 
out might work 
wonders

Suppose the owner of a 


wrecked car should be un- 
able to replace it? It is con- 
ceivable 
that 
automobile 


owners would then be more 
anxious to avoid accidents. 
Presumably no one wants to 
have an accident, yet it is 
plain some drivers are less 
careful than others. No one 
in his right mind will know- 
ingly risk his neck, if he.can 
avoid it, but some drivers 
are less concerned about 
risking damage to their cars. 
The automobile,. unlike the 
neck, can be replaced. Junk- 
yard collections of smashed 
cars suggest that automo- 
biles are expendable. 


During the war automo- 


bile accident figures dipped 
very sharply. This is gener- 
ally credited to the lowered 
speed limits and restricted 
travel which prevailed. It is 
possible that a factor also 
was the automobile owner's 
knowledge that if his ma- 
chine should be destroyed he 
would have difficulty in re- 
placing it. It Is human na- 
ture to be more careful with 
things which are 
irreplac- 
able. 


Is it unthinkable that a 


motorist fodnd to be at fault 
in an accident might be pro- 
hibited for a specified time 
from repairing or replacing 
his car? 
The law in many 


etateg prohibits him 
from 


driving again until he has 
settled the damage claims or 
proved his financial respon- 
sibility. There is precedent 
in war time controls for de- 
ciding, on the basis of public 
need, who is entitled to buy 
a car when the machines are 
scarce. The destruction of 
cars in accidents does consti- 
tute a shameful waste of val- 
uable wealth. If a wrecked 
car were a lost

CHALLENGING SPACE 
Doctors hail the develop- 


ment of a new X-ray 
ma- 


chine which, in combination 
with television, will enable 
doctors in widely separated 
cities to view the 
interior 


and bone structure of a pa- 
tient's 
anatomy 
simultan- 


eously, thus facilitating di- 
agnosis in troublesome cases 
by specialists who are far 
from the patient. 


The machine, which has 


been developed by Dr. Rus- 
sell H. Morgan, chief of ra- 
diology at Johns Hopkins in 
Baltimore, 
magnifies 
the 


weak images transmitted by 
X-ray from three 
hundred 


to three thousand times'. 
They are then viewed on a 
television receiving tube. At 
a recent trial, doctors in Bal- 
timore, Chicago, New York, 
Washington and Columbus 
peered simultaneously at the 
X-ray picture of a patient's 
chest. 


The advantages of this de- 


velopment are obvious, and 
lead one to wonder how far 
rnen can go in the annihila- 
tion of space. Having tele- 
scoped distances on 
this 


planet to the point where, 
under 
proper 
conditions, 


they cease to be a barrier to 
human activities, the scient- 
ist will doubtless go farther 
afield and tackle universal 
distances, enabliing him to 
attack many questions now 
crying for an^answer. 


A BAD HIGHWAY YEAR 


A New Year's resolution to 


drive carefully is especially 
in point this year. The year 
1950 has been the

since the end of the war for

The Old Story A Pattern For New World- 
Bethlehem World Capital Today

Midwav between Jerusalem and 
Bethlehem, a knoll overlooks the 
old road. On this knoll some years 
ago was erected a stone bench as 
a memorial to Holman Hunt, the 
British 
painter. ' 


Standing on this knoll and look- 
ing down into the highway at our 
feet, we see the colorful life of 
the old and new Orient—automo- 
biles and camel caravans; villagers 
and pilgrims; women from Bethle- 
hem, 
wearing a distinctivfi dress, 


apparently a heritage from Cru- 
sader days. 
Nearby is the Tomb 


of Rachel, commemorating an Old 
Testament nativity which cost the 
life of the 
mother. 
Scene ol Great Drama. 


In full view lie the bare, brown 


hills of Judea, with the mountains 
of Moab, and their memories o: 
Moses, in the distance. It is diffi 
cult to keep one's eyes from turn 
ing to the hilly fields directly eas 
of Bethlehem. Here Ruth gleaned 
herr. David wandered as a shep 
herd boy. playing on his self-mad'_ 
reed flute and thinking the long 
long thoughts of youth. Most sig 
nlficant of all,' this was the fielc 
where 
the 
shepherds 
watchec 


their flocks by night, when the 
heavens were rent and they heard 
the first Christmas music. 


As we study the 
outlines 
01 


Bethlehem in the clear air anc 
sparkling 
sunshine, 
our 
eyes 


search out the Church of the Na- 
tivity. A rather shapeless mass is 
the structure which stands senti- 
nel, overlooking the 
Field 
of 


Shepherds. 
So fierce used to be 


the strife between the rival church- 
es that Turkish soldiers were kept 
constantly on guard at the birth- 
place 'of the Prince of Peace to 
prevent bloodshed between his war- 
ring disciples. 
A hideous parti- 


tion, born of this conflict, divided 
;he main body of the church until 
the 
British after thfi armistice, 


summarily removed it. The build- 
ing 13 entered by a tiny door, 
where the proudest king 
of oc- 
clesiastic must bend low to get in. 
Precious Through the Ages. 


What makes this church the 
dearest shrine on earth is found 
below 
the 
building 
itself, 
the 


crypt cut into the limestone hlll- 
siic; as is still the usage in var- 
ious parts of the land. 
So after 
a leisurely observation 
of the 


church proper, with its restored 
paintings and its ancient well, we 
descend to the crypt. In the al- 
cove nvrkcd by a star, which 
declares in Latjn that here was 


n Jesus, the Son of Mary, is 
the traditional and accepted site 
of the manger itself. 


All the garish manifestation of 


churchliness 
is 
forgotten- 
and 
once again the spot is the simple 
cave-stable of a village khan, with 
the animals tethered nearby, and 
certain of those who drove the an- 
mals or tended them lodging in 
the same friendly Quarters. 
Here 
on this very spot the miracle be- 
fell; the Son of God was born to 
•nortals, to show to all he world 
that His Father's nature is love. 
What a viewpoint from which to 


survey the thronging problems of 
our time! In the hearts of people 
everywhere, expectation and hope 
struggle with fear and 
despair. 
Was the world in any needier 
state two thousand years ago than 
t Is today? 


Now, 
while musing in the literal 


presence of the manger, 
there 
comes stealing into our mind a 
fresh assurance that the Hero has 
already appeared, and the word 
ias already been spoken. What we 
lave 
looked for so desparetely, 
and what we most need to see and 
hear, may be found in the Chriat- 
mas story. Here in the silence of 
he cave which shuts 
out all 


ound save the beating of our own 
learts. the Inner voice of convic- 
ion 
declares 
that 
the Advent, 
which this sacred spot witnessed, 
s the answer to our time's most 
urgent questionings. 


Messago for Today. 


TO this little cave, once in the 


ong ago, came a group of af- 


frighted, 
wondering 
shepherds, 


looking for the Babe, and repeat- 
ing a marvelous tale of Shckinah 
glory enveloping the hillside; of 
the host of heaven singing a tri- 
umphant song of glory and 
of 


peace and of good will; of an an- 
gel messenger declaring that the 
long-desired Messiah had come to 
Bethlehem—as 
the 
prophet 
had 


foretold—and 
had 
come 
as 
a 


swaddling Babe to be found lying 
in a manger. 


We lay the wonder-tale parallel 
to our times. What do we want, 
oh so hungrily? A new scheme of 
life. Whom do we seek? An ad- 
equate 
leader. 


Is this not exactly what Christ- 


mas offers? 


In 
this cave in 
Bethlehem 
where we stand, the New King 
came to men. His Inagural Ad- 
dress, pronounced for Him by an 
angel, promised peace and good 
wilj weherever human hearts ac- 
cept His sovereignty. 


Truly, Christmas brings us an 


adequate 
answer 
to 
all 
the 


thronging questions of these tro- 
blod times. 
As we leave 
the 


crypt, and the Church of the Na- 
tivity, in a new mood of awed 
vision, we find ourselves repeat- 
ing, as an invitation to the world,
